ified, are little better than Haffars and Miguelets ; 
0 will be fure to Take on with the Vittor, whenever 
here is a. general Rowe: That feveral nororious Moroders 
openly put inte Commiffion ; and that many, who 
ppear as forward in the Ranks, raife as dreadful a

their Service, who, if Sir Witham Temple may be Cre 
dited, hardly ever met together upon the fame Occafion 
before; and thefe are Mercants and Soldiers. Mt is ama- 
zing to fee thofe Men, whofe 4! depends upon the 
Seability of Publick Settlements; and upon Gativating the 
Arts of Peace, engage as deep as any in the promoting 
of Broils and Difturbances; and: as forward to go all 
Lengths with thofe defperate Wretches, who will be 
fare to make Prey of them firft, and fcramble for their 
Plumbs in the general Confufion.

PoliticalyZeal breaks out, it ihould be em- 
ploy’d ‘altogether againft thofe, who, by Embarrafling 
the Publick, would at long run render him Infecure in 
his :Poffefions, Lam very fure; that the fame Fears and 
Fealoufies, Reports and Clamours, which are now recom- 
mended, by: forme Moderns, as Marks of Affection to the 
Publick, would, if apply’d to private Condu@, and 
made ufe of in the way of Trade, Ruin the faireft Fortune, 
and Defeat the moft hopeful Project, that ever was ad- 
vanc'd upon open Change, or ina private Counting-honfe :

‘tives about in Triumph! Atchievements, with which 
our Suburbian Minors ufaally begin their Trade of War, 
long before they are fit to march under the Com- 
mand of thefe experienc’d Heroes. Every true Brion 
will Honour and Love thofe Men, in the Grofs, who 
march’d and fought together in the fame Field beyond 
Sea ; till a few rafh heedlefs Creatures think fit to dif-

and then it will not be unnatural to take off a good 
eal of Regard from the brighteft Lec’d Coat about 
St. James's, and place it, with more Juftice, upon the 
lowly wooden Leg that traverfes the Piczza of Chelfea. 
Emulation is the Spring and firft Principle of Heroick 
Virtue ; and-in Camps, Diftin@tion in Reward ought 
to be infeparable from Diftinétion in Merit 3 which is 
therefore held fo Sacred, that upon the leaft apparent 
Blemifh, it becomes Dangerous and Offenfive: Why 
then fhould not the Gentlemen of the oe contend as 
much to appear Gallant, Modeft, and Dutiful, at home, 
as abroad? and can the State be blam‘d, for being Par- 
ticular in its Favours towards thofe, who are fo in their 
Conduét? The truly Brave and Loyal of this Profeflion, 
will be more fevere in their Enquiries of this kind, 
fince upon a barefac’d Indifcretion they, frequently re- 
fufe to Roll and do Duty with thofe, ith anip juftly 
forfeited their Rank, by any mean dithonourable Beha- 
viour. The Conduét of a Few does by no means reflect 
upon the whole Order; but rather ferves to give thofe 
a double Lufire, who take more care to. adorn their 
glorious Character. Let thefe Gentlemen confider, that 
very few of them, when in or Garrifon, would 
bear with the leaft of thofe Indignities from an Inferior 
in the Army, which they now daringly offer to their 
Superiors in the State, with Impunity. Stratocrafy is 
the worft fort of Tyranny, and therefore we ought to 
be ftriatly Jealous of every apparent Tendency that way. 
*Tis very true, no Man ought to be deny'd any Privi- 
ledges belonging to a Subject, only becaufe he is a Sol- 
dier ; and vaft Allowances ate made for the gaiety of 
Temper which ufually goes along with the Gentlemen 
of that Profeffion ; but the nearer one is to the Perfon 
of the Prince, the flronger the Obligations to Duty; 
and certainly there is a wide Difference between the 
Liberties which fauch Subjests may juftly Ciaim, and thofe 
which they frequently Fake. The old Officers, who 
Experience and an eftablifh’d Reputation on their Si 
will think this a proper time to fpeak . 
fonable account of thefe Diforders ; which thefe Gentle- 
men would do well to prevent, fer fear of having too 
critical an Enquiry made into fome lare Methods of get- 
ting Preferment in the Army. 

Ihave many more Complaints of this fort by me, 
than at prefent I think fit to publifh: For to a gene- 
rous Mind, the moft effectual Difcipline is a gentle Re- 
buke, and a fair Appeal to Honour and Reputation.

we will hope yet further, that a Britifb Monarchy, 
fill retain the uncontefted Power of chufing bi; 
Generals. y
